FORTHCOMING IMPROVEMENTS 
IN HONGKONG.

In introducing the Budget ae 1907 at 
‘Thirsday’s meeting of the Hongkong Legisla- 
itive Council, H. 1, the Governor had to face 
the unpleasant question of raising additional 
{anation in spite of the continuous growth of 
reventc.: He pointed out that the ordinary 
revenue for next year is estimated to amount. 
to $4,583,295, and the ordiaary expenditure 
to #4,764,501, leaving deficit of $131,206. 
But in addition to thitthé estimated ex- 
penditure upon extraordiary public works, 
amouniing to $931,109, has to be taken into 
consideration, while the estimated revenue 
from land sales, calculated at $350,000, will 
reduce the deficiency to $381,000, or a total 
sum to be made good of $712,306. We have

It is 
somewhat strange that such a noticeable 
deviation from the original estimates should 
be found necessary, and one may expect to 
hear further on the point when the estimates 
are discussed in detail.

dures on the revised Kowloon Watenvorks 
Grhyitation scheme, amounting to $250, 000, 
and the comparatively slight increase in the 
improved scheme for the City and Hill 
Waterworks. ‘The provision of half a lakh 
of dollars.for the new law courts appears to 
bea necessily that can be no longer de- 
ferred. ‘This amount, small fmitself, will, 
in some measure, add to the progres of the 
much-needed building for the courts of this 
important Colony. Experience has shown, 
us in the past that the construction of public 
markets has’ invariably proved a most re: 
Munerative source of revenue. To the 
end of building. the new Western 
Market, which is estimated to cost 
$194,000.00, the’ sum of $30,000.00 is 
included in the Budget under consideration. 
The survey of the New Territory, which is 
estimated to cost $137,000.00 during the 
course of this year, claims the much smaller 
amount of $37,000.00 for the coming year.
